An unusually short meeting was 


held Monday by the Coffee County 
Commission, It could have been that 
it was the commission’s Christmas 
gift to members of the media who 
cover the meetings throughout the 
year, 

The meeting consisted mostly of 
routine business matters with the ex 
ception of one item. Marion J. Sand- 
ers was recognized by the commis 
sion for his work in the area of soil 
and water conservation. 

Sanders has served as the district 
supervisor for the Coffee County 
Soil and Water Conservation District 
since May 1959. 

He has worked as a supervisor to 
set an example on his farm by imple- 
menting fresh innovative conserva- 
tion practices 

In addition to his fundamental be- 
lief in conservation on the land, his 
leadership away from the farm has 
benefitted natural resources. 

Sanders has served as a member 
of the State Soil and Water Conser- 
vation Committee for 12 years. Of 
those 12 years, he was chairman of 
the committee for 3 years. 

He has also served as chairman of 
the Coffee County Soil and Water 
Conservation District Board, chair 
man of the Wiregrass RC&D Coun- 


. cil, president of the State Associa- 


tion of Conservation Districts, and 
Alabama NACD (National Associa- 
tion of Conservation Districts) Na- 
tional Councilman for seven years. 
Sanders was instrumental in get 
ting legislation passed which tmple- 
mented a cost share program for con- 
servation projects. He also worked 
for and was successful in obtaining a 
$700 annual grant for each district in 
the state. That amount has grown to

The Elba City Council held two 
meetings Monday evening. This was 
apparently to comply with Alabama 
law which requires the council to 
meet twice every month and at the 
same time free government officials 
to enjoy Christmas. 

They went through the roll call, 
prayer ...the whole bit twice, with 
only a five minute break between. 

The highlight of meeting #1 was 
a report from Council member Bill 
Brunson, chairman of the finance 
committee, that the city’s cash flow 
was improving and he could see the 
light at the end of the tunnel. 

Brunson said the cash flow was 
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$7,000 since its implementation in 
1973. 

In recognizing Sanders and pre- 
senting him with a framed resolu- 
tion, the commission noted that 
Sanders was a conservation leader 
who has had a great impact upon the 
state and nation, Alabama’s soil, wa- 
ter and related resources have bene- 
fited from his work. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, Wilson Mobley presented a re- 
quest from the Coffee County Cattle- 
men’s Association to okay sending 
out bid invitations to: (1) have the 
carpet in the Farm Center Arena pro- 
fessionally cleaned; (2) purchase 
wall panels for the outdoor building 
adjacent to the arena; and (3) con- 
struct a building in which to store 
the panels. 

The funds for these projects will 
come from a grant obtained from the 
state by the Cattlemen’s Association. 

County Engineer Mark Pool sug- 
gested that the commission review 
the county’s subdivision regulation 
and revised it in such a manner to al- 
low a private individual to construct 
a private driveway to a “private sub- 
division,” 

Under existing regulations, sim- 
ply put, anyone selling two or more 
lots constitutes a subdivision which 
must meet the conditions set forth in 
the regulations. 

Pool recommended that the regu- 
lations be amended to allow the con- 
struction of a private driveway pro- 
vided that it is designated as such by 
a sign and noted on the owner’s plat. 
A footage requirement on the right- 
of-way would be included in the 
amendment. 

The commissioners elected to 
study the proposal more before tak- 
ing any action. 

Pool asked the county attorney, 
Kenneth Fuller, about the voting dis- 


improving somewhat, it is still slow 
and on a week-to-week basis, but 
getting some better. 

Brunson reported the committee 
was fairly optimistic the city could 
get through the next few weeks or 
until property tax, etc. starts coming 
in during January. 

He noted that there was some 
$215,000 in short term notes, some 
annual insurance payments and the 
workman’s comp. payment due in 
the next several months, 

The committee plans to con- 
centrate on retiring those short term 
notes after the final payment is made 
in January on the settlements of the 
wrongful firing lawsuits.

Fuller stated that he had not got 
ten the maps, but promised to have 
them by the first of the year. 

Pool will take the maps once they 
have be obtained and have a Coffee 
County map printed showing the 
seven voling districts 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
once again brought up the “farmers’ 
produce issue,” 

He told commissioners that after 
discussing the issue with Commis- 
sioner Robert Stephens, he had an- 
other proposal to be considered by 
the commission. 

Brooks proposed that a farmers’ 
market be established for Coffee 
County farmers. The market would 
be located at the Farm Center in 
New Brockton and would be in oper- 
ation during the growing season 
each year. 

It was noted that the County Ex- 
tension Service would have to be en- 
listed to assist in the establishment 
of the farmers’ market. 

The commission appointed 
Brooks, Stephens, and Commission- 
er Bill Faulk to study the proposal 
and at a later date, present a plan to 
establish a farmers’ market. It was 
agreed that the market would be 
strictly for farmers within Coffee 
County. 

Other actions taken by the com- 
mission were as follows: 

*x**Accepted the bid of 
$259,965.00 from Thompson Trac- 
tor Company of Dothan on a track 
type tractor (bulldozer) to be used at 
the landfill. Monthly payment on the 
tractor will be $5,059.11. 

***Beard Equipment Company 
of Mobile was the lone bidder on a 
tree chipper. Their bid was

of $50 for full time workers and $25 
for part time employees. 

Police Chief Jack Parker dis- 
cussed with the council the problems 
incurred during power outages such 
as the two which have happened re- 
cently. 

The council agreed to a still in- 
complete plan to move, install and/or 
upgrade communication equipment 
to eliminate this bottleneck and po- 
tential lack of communication . 

Timothy Williams asked for 
council support of a program he is 
operating to keep youths out of trou- 
ble. It includes basketball and tu- 
toring of younger children, 

Williams reported problems with 
the basketbali in the present Mul- 
berry location, He noted the children 
are being harassed and “picked at.” 

The council-urged Williams to get 
with Recreation Director Ricky Mu- 
larz and work out a place for them to 
practice basketball. A place for the 
group to meet and study is also be- 
ing looked into. 

Attorney bills and prosecution re- 
sponsibility again came under ex- 
tensive discussion, 

The council had a letter from Dis- 
trict Attorney Joel Folmar reporting 
he was forwarding a check for 
$609.75 in court costs from Elba 
cases which he had received during 
the past 13 months.

Clark resigns as EHS principal

Elba High, School Principal 
Charles Clark has resigned his posi- 
tion for health reasons, effective Jan- 
uary Ist. 

In a letter read to the schoo! board 
Thursday night, Clark requested the 
medical retirement but promised he 
would always be available to help 
the Elba schools wherever possible. 

The retirement was accepted 
unanimously (but reluctantly) by the 
board. Board member Daniel Ste- 


phens expressed the sentiments of 
other board members when he said, 
“Only because it is in his best inter- 
est will I second this motion.” 

They instructed Superintendent 
Charles Pearce to write a letter on 
behalf of the board thanking Clark 
for his service to the Elba schools. 
Pearce added, “He deserves a ‘Thank 
You’ and I assure you he will get one 
from me.” 

Pearce explained to the board 
members that for the balance of the 
school year, he would be filling in at 
the high school with Assistant Prin- 


cipal David Stokes. 

The superintendent explained that 
Stokes was qualified and doing a 
good job as was the entire staff at the 
central office. “This combination is 
what will allow me to fill this duel 
capacity,” he added. 

A letter from the Alabama De- 
partment of Education  ac- 
knowledged receipt of the annual 
audit of the local schools. It read in 
part:

He explained that the contractor doing 
work for the state highway department had caused the damage, but he was charged with the responsibility of get- 
ting the damage repaired. Redesigning the system will allow for cutting customers over to other lines in cases 
where service is interrupted because of such problems as experienced Monday and when a car hit a downtown 
power pole in the middle of the night recently, 

Even though it took as long as eight hours to get all businesses back in operation, it would have taken longer 
without the generous help of the Opp utility department, Puckett said, He said they came quickly with needed 
equipment and experienced men to help repair the damage.

This is a time of rejoicing, reflec- 
tion, and commitment shared by 
family and community. Kwanzaa is 
a unique American holiday that pays 
tribute to the rich cultural roots of 
Americans of African ancestry. 
Kwanzaa means “the first” or “the 
first fruits of the harvest”, in the East 
African language of Kiswahili. 
Kwanzaa is observed from Decem- 
ber 26th through January Ist. Join us 
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Gills may be exchanged during 
Kwanzaa though it is suggested that 
they do not be given if they present 
undue hardship. When gifts are giv 
n it is Suggested that they be crea 
live Le. handmade or functional like 
a book 

Kwanzaa can be celebrated in a 
number of ways. Ata bare minimum 
a table should be prepared with the 
following items: a place mat (mke- 
ka) usually made of straw; a candle 
holder for seven candles (Kinara); 
seven candles (Mishumaa ‘saba); a 
variety of fruit (Mazao); cars of corn 
(vibunzi) representing the number of 
children in the home; gifts if any 
(Zawadi); and a unity or communal 
cup (Kikombe cha umoja) for pour- 
ing and sharing libation. Each day of 
Kwanzaa a candle should be lit be- 
ginning with the black candle which 
is placed in the center of the candle 
holder. Candles are then lit alternate- 
ly from left to right. Three green 
candles should be placed on the left 
and three red candles should be 
placed on the right. Each day a prin- 
ciple should be recited when the can- 
dle was lit. The importance that each 
principle has for the person reciting 
it should be expounded upon. 

Kiswahili was chosen because it 
is a non-tribal African language that 
encompasses a large portion of the 
African continent. An added benefit 
is that Swahili pronunciation is ex- 
tremely easy. Vowels are pro- 
nounced like those in Spanish and 
the consonants with few exceptions 
like those of English. 

This article can reveal to the com- 
munity a brief description of Kwan- 
zaa. The Seven Principles of Kwan- 
zaa may serve as guides for daily 
living. They are instructive and in- 
spirational as representing and rein- 
forcing desirable principles, con- 
cepts, and practices, 

1. Umoja (Unity) To strive for 
and maintain unity in the family, 
community, nation and race. 

2. Kujichagulia (Self - Determi- 
nation) To define ourselves, name 
ourselves, create for ourselves, and 


speak for ourselves instead of being 
defined, named, created for and 
spoken for by others. 

3. Ujima (Collective Work and 
Responsibility) To build and main- 
tain our community together and 
make our sister’s and brother’s prob- 
lems our problems and to solve them 
together. 

4. Ujamaa (Cooperative Eco- 
nomics) To build and maintain our 
own stores, shops, and other busi- 
nesses and to profit from them to- 
gether. 

5. Nia (Purpose) To make our 
collective vocation the building and 


developing our community in order 


to restore Our people to their tradi- 
tional greatness. 


6. Kuumba (Creativity) To do 
always as much as we can, in the 
way we can, in order to leave our 
community more beautiful and bene- 


ficial than when we inherited it. 


7. Imani (Faith) To believe with 
all our heart in our people, our par-

peanuts illegally from one farm to an- 
other. By doing this, these farmers 
cost the government money and 
cause the innocent farmers’ premi- 
ums to increase. With proper reforms, 
an improved crop insurance program 
will make it possible for farmers to 
eam an honest living and survive, 
Measures need to be taken to deal 
with farmers who do not try to pro- 
duce the best possible crops. Under 
the present plan, some farmers do not 
have an incentive to try to produce 
good crops, they will collect crop in- 
Surance and lose no money. These 
farmers do not put enough fertilizer 


"or seed per acre. They do not spray 


regularly to control leafspot and other 
diseases. Weeds become a problem 
due to lack of cultivation and proper 
herbicides. The goal of the farmers is 
to have a very low investment in the 
crop. In order to Stop this abuse, 
farmers will be required to present re- 
ceipts for fertilizer, seed, and chemi- 
cals as well as very accurate records 
on all work done while making the 
crop. By keeping accurate records, 
the farmer will prove his intent to 
make a good crop. 

Putting each farmer's crop under 
one contract will stop the transferring 
of peanuts from one farm to another, 
Under the present plan, each farm 
that a farmer rents has its own con- 
tract, Some farmers sell the peanuts

from one farm on another farm’s con- 
tracts; thus, they show a loss on one 
farm and collect the crop insurance 
while selling the same amount of pea 
nuts and showing a bumper crop on 
another farm. By putting the farmer’s 
entire crop under one contract, the av- 
erage yield per acre on the combined 
farms will determine whether or not 
crop insurance will be collected, 

If abuse of the program ends, the 

government will no longer lose mon- 
ey, and innocent farmers will not be 
penalized by having to pay increased 
premiums. The crop insurance pro- 
gram is backed by the government, 
When the premiums are less than the 
payments to the farmers, the govern- 
ment loses money. In order for the 
program to continue to exist, the pre- 
mium rates must increase for the 
farmers who continue to collect. 
Farmers who do not collect need to be 
rewarded with a discounted premium. 
A beneficial crop insurance program 
can be achieved if abuse ends. 
_ Though the crop insurance program 
1s setup for a goc purpose, it is often 
abused and cannot continue to exist 
without reform. With the cooperation 
of farmers and proper reforms by the 
government, the program can be a 
success.

The pro 
gram title is Science in Motion. 

Science in Motion was established as 
an enhancement program for high school 
biology, chemistry, and physics teachers 
in May 1994, by the Alabama Legisla- 
ture. Two vans, fully equipped at a cost 


of $1.97 million, were purchased for 
each of the six inservice sites chosen for 
participation in the program. Teachers 
are required to attend five workshops in 
order to participate in the project 

The goals for Science in Motion are 
to provide high school students and 
teachers with access to modern scientific 
instrumentation through school visita- 
tions made with equipped vans, to enrich 
lab experiences, and to provide critical 
thinking opportunities. An additional 
goal is to increase the scientific literacy 
of all students, especially minorities and 
women :
